That the whole Hiſtorĩe may bee the more deare , wee hav * 
chought good in a ſhore preface to ſet downe che enuſes, otea- 24 
fions , and the moſt memorable paſſages of this war, in 7 5: 
yeare 1285, Ale cander the third King of Scotland being pin 1 
taken away by a fall of his horſe at Kinghorn, withaut any i — s, i 
of his bodie, and in kim the whole poſteririe of his fache# bro : 
4nder the fecond , andgrand-tather 1ltiamrhe ny 
tinct, the right ofthe "wary fell to the heires of I 
of Hiatingtowns and feng” re bom 
Lyon, He had left three Daught:rs : „ in 
red to Atun Lord of Galloway,the ſecond iſabe 
( furnamed the Noble) Lord of Annandels wid & 
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ving no juſt title rorne Crowne , the contention reſted betwixt 
the poſteritie of the two elder Daughters: For Alam Lord of 
Galloway leaving no ſons by his wife Margaret; his eldeſt daugh- 
ter Dornagslia of Galloway maried John Baliol, a man of great 
E both in Scotlaud, England, and France, and 
re to him Jobs Baliol afterward K ing. Robert Bruce by his wife 
Iſabell of Huntington had Robert Bruce Earle of Carrike ( by 
mariage of Mar ha heretrix thercof) who contended with lohn 
Baliol, and died in the time of Wallace wars, His eldeſt fon Ro» 
bert Brucs ſucceeded King of Scotland. 
Dornagitla of Galloway claimed the Crowne as heir to Mar- 
garet eldeſt daughter to Prince David. Robert Bruce Earle of 
Carrigea, lbcit ſon to ſabell the ſecond daughter, yer contended, 
that in feudall ſucceſſion, the firſt male ought to ſucceed before 
a woman ſtanding in the ſame degree, as a ſon excludeth his ſiſter 
from ſucceſſion, although ſhe bee clder: And therefore he and 
Dorzagilla of Galloway, ſtanding in the ſecond degree fro Prince 
David, hee ought to bee preferred before her, As for her ſon 
John Baliol, hee could claime no right but by her: And like - 
wiſe was a degree further off trom Prince David. The like pra- 
ctike had fallen forth ſome ten yeares before in Hugh the fourth 
Duke of Burgnudy, whoſe eldeſt ſon Hugh (dying before his 
father) lett a daughter lola Countelle ot Nevers,who claimed 
to ſucceed to her grand-father Hugh the fourth , notwithſtan- 
ding Robert ſecond ſon to the ſame Hugh the fourth, was prefer- 
ted to hei, and ſucceeded Duke of Burgundy, It then the ſecond 
ſin in feudall inheritance ſucceed before the eldeſt ſons daugh- 
ter; far more ought the Nevoy to ſucceed before the Niece, 
The right of ſuc ceſsĩon beeing thus made doubrfull , the com · 
petitouts were ſg powerfull , that they drew the greateſt part 
ot the Kingdome in two cquall factions : ſo that ir ſeemed im · 
poſſible to ſetle the cont rover ſie at home, without running in- 
to a moſt pernicious civile war. 
| The States of Scotland to prevent this miſchiefe thought ir 
flttreſt, co ſubmit the arbitrement of the plea to Edward the firſt 
ſurnamed Longthantes K ing of Eng/evd and that upon diverſe 
+,  weightie reaſons : For hee and his father King Henri the third 
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two laſt Kings of Scotland, had lived in great amirie and concord 
wiih them, receiving and interchanging many favours and kind 
dueties. The two competitours allo Bruce and Baliol had as 
great lands in Exgland as in Scotland: So that he (and he only) 
was able to małe them to ſtand to reaſon, Finally the States of 
Scotland not becing able to determine the plea, there was no 
Prince belide more powerfull, and (in appearance) more like to 
compoſe the controverſie without great bloud. ſhed, This ma- 
tion was ( in ſecret very greedily embraced by King Edward; 
hopeing in ſo troubleſome water to finde a gainfull fiſhing , ci- 
ther by drawing the Kingdome of Scotland under his direct ſub- 
jection, or at leaſt under his homage as Lord Paramont and Su- 
periour 3 conſidering the difficultie to determine the queſtion 
at home, and the intereſt hee had in both the parties beeing 
(for a great part of their Eſtates)his Vaſſals and Subjects: His 
great power alſo, having ( belide Ireland) a great part of France 
under fis dominion , and the Low-Conz!ries his affurcd Confts 
derats, gave him great encouragement, Neither wanted he great 
triendſhip in Scotland, having at rhat time many of the greateſt 
Noble men in Scotland Vailals and Feodaries to himſelfe for 
many lands which they held in FAgland, partly forgreat ſervices 
done to himſelfe and his father, partly lying within Norebums 
berland, and the border Shyres t hen holden by the Scots in 
tee of England: partly alſo by interchange of mariages and ſuc- 
ceſsions berwixt the two Nations, which for a long time had

the controverſie according to equity. Which that it might ſeem 
more likely, hee had brought from France ſundtie of the moſt 
famous Lawyers of chat age + He chooled alſo out of the States 
of Scotland affembled, twelve of the wiſeſt and moſt honoura- 
ble, ro whom hee ſoyned the like number of Eugliſh, as Aſſeſ- 
fours to him in this arbitrement. At this meeting by the doubt- 
full anſwere of che Lawyers, and number of new pretendents 
hee made the matter more difficult, and appointed a neu con- 
vent ion at Nor ham in the borders the yeare following. 
Difficulties thus increaſing, and the Earle of Holland having 
on foote a great army to take the Crowne of Scotland by force 
(which their one ſtories affirme to have landed in Scotland, 
and to have intercepted ſome ſtrengths) At the meeting of 
Norham King Edward dealt ſecretly, and by fir Agents with 
the States of Scotland, for eſchewing ot imminent miſchiefes, to 
become his Subjects: he bee ing deſcended ot King Davids ſiſter, 
& lo but two degrees further from the Crown of Scotland, than 
Bruce and Bali! were, This being flatly re fuſed by all, he berook 
himſclfe to his other deſigne : And firſt dealt ſecterly with Ro- 
bert Bruce , promiſing to decerne in his favours, if hee would 
take the Crowne of Scotland holden of him, and do him homage 
foi it. But hee floutly refuſed to ſubjeR a free Nation to any 
overlord. whereupon King Edward called for Tobs Baliol; who 
knowing that hee was not to much favoured of the States of 
8cot land, eafily condeſcended to King Eawardr defire: and being 
by him declared King of Scorland , the States defirous of peace, 
conveyed him to Schone, where he was crowned Anno 1291. and 
all, except Bruce, ſwore to him obedience, Shorely hereafter 
Duncan Murauſſe Earle of Fife was killed by the Lord Aberre- 
rhie (aman of great power in theſe times, all yedbarh with the 
cuminer — 10. The Earles brother finding ehe King par- 
riall in aduinĩſt ration of q̃uſtice, ſummoned him to com peare 
before the Kingof alan in parliament : Where hee beeing 
preſent, and — (uſcer be haddone him 
homage) when bee was kulled upon th he ton ere by a 
Procutor: But hee was forced —— — 
, This indignitiegrievirg him greatlygtice refolved ta fi 1 
| — bondage At the ſame tinie war breaking aut ba 
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twixt England and France, King E dware (cneEmbaſſadors to the 
Parliament of Scotland, to ſend aide to him, as now being thein 
overlords There came alſo other Embaſſadours from Frame, 
deſiring the ancient league to be renewed, The King and States 
of Scotland renewed the league with France, which had remained 
unviolably kept for the ſpace of five hundreth ycares before. 
The King of Exglands ſute was rejected: becauſe the pretended 
ſurrender and homage was made by 10h» Baliol pr ivatly withoui 
the conſent of the Parliament. A mariage alſo wasponcluded be- 
rwixt Prince Edward Baliul, & a daughter of Charles Earle of Va- 
loys brother tothe French King Philip, Edward having foroſcene 
all theſe things, had drawne Robert Bruce Earle ofCarrige, with 
his friends (enemies to Balzol ) and diverle noule inen of Scots 
land, who held lands ot him in Eagle, t obringfuch forces as 
they could make, to aſſiſt him in the French wii: Bur with all 
raking truce with the French for ſome moneths, hee: fuddenl 
—— his forces, — France , towar * 1 ; 
is Navie was vanquiſhed at Berwich,and cighteen ofhisſhips 
taken. Yerhis land hoaſt by — of che Bruſſien faction and 
the Engl.x2d Scotr noble men, tooke the rowne of hitte with 
great f]aughrer,and ſhortiy theteafter, Dumbar. Edinbure and 
Striviling, In and about cheſe Gaſtles, hee hadkilled'or coken 
captive che greateſt part of the Scots noble men: 50 char crof- 
ſing forth, the blowbecing ſo ſudden, hee found no preparation 
for reſiſtance. Baliol rendered himſelfe to King Edvard at Mon-

- Buewhile'men of power neglected the publike cauſe of che 
libertic of Scotland, william Wallace, a Youth of honourable 
birth (-becing Sonne to Malcg/me Walace of Ellerſly) but of 
meane power, having firſt in private killed many Exgliſhmen of 
the Gariſons as hee could over · taxe them, by theſe exploits be- 
came ſo encouraged (-becing a man of invincible hardineſſe, 
incredible ſtrengeh of body, and withallveric wiſe and circum- 
IpeR ) that hee gathered his friends and neigbbours , and by 
ſeopardies und .viyerſe times cutte off great num- 
bers of tha enemies.

parts of Scotland to good quiet. g | | 

The Engliſhtearing the loſſe of all, ſubrilly rooke truee with 
wallace for one year, beginning in Februarie. In Iung following, 
they proclaimed a luſtice Air to bee holden at Glaſgow and Aire 
the eithteenth of that moneth: thinking to entrap YVallace, 
and all his friends, and under colour of law to cutte them off ac 
the day appointed. All landed men, according to the cuſtome aſ- 
ſembling to this Court, the Engliſhmen condemned them of fello. 
nic, and hanged them preſently : among the reſt Sir Reinald 
Crawfurd Shyreffe of Aire, Uncle to VYallace, Sir Brice Blaire, 
Sir Neil Mengomery , and many of the Batrons of Kyle , Cunyg- | 
bame,Carrig;and Cliddiſdale. Theſe that eſcaped by flight advert- 
iſed lace, whochanced to come later then the reſt, Hee aſ- 
ſembling ſuch of the Countrey, as deteſting ſo horrible a fact, 
extremly hated the authours thereof, in the beginning of the 
night ſecretly centred into Aire, ſer incor ſe where 
the Exgliſbmen after that fact were ſecurely ſleeping, and ſuffred 
none to eſcape. The Gariſon of the Caſtle iſhing foorth to 
quench the fire, n ambuſh laid for the purpoſe, entred the houſe, 
and made ĩt ſure. The next morning wallace came to Glaſgow 
where the Lord Henrie Perſie had retired from Aire the day 
before ; whom hee expulſed thence with great lghrer. This 
victorie hee ſo hotely purſued, that immediatly thereafter hee

untill hee came to Aberdene, which hee found forſaken of tb

dome of Fwuchars, named cumise. Thus all the North-Countrey 
was reduced to the obedience of YVallace, except the C —

Dundie, While Y «llace lay at the ſiege hereof, newes: 


and Surry, & Sir Hugh Creſingham. with a great number of Mone 
thumberland men, and ſuch of the Scots as held with Eg 
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ten thouſand men hardned in armes) met them beſide Striviling 
on the North ſide of Forth, wbich having no foords, at that 
place, was paſſable only by a wooden bridge. This Wallace of 
rpoſe had cauſed to be weakened,ſo that the one halfe of the 
being paſt (led by creſſiagii ame) the bridge broke with the 
great weight of their baggage. Theſe who were come over, 
vallace charged ſuddenly before they were put in order, and 
cut the moſt part of them in pieces with · their Leader Creſſing» 
tame: the reſt ſecking to eſcape, drowned in the water. The 
Earle of Warres with theſe who eſcaped, was aſſailed. by 
Earle Malcome Lennox Captaine of Srr:iveling Caſtle, and bees 
ing horely purſued by wallace, hardly eſcaped himſelfe, flying 
into Dum ar, a Caſtle then belonging to Patrite Earle of March. 
In this battell foughren the thirteenth of September ta y. there 


periſhed no Scots men of remarke, but Andrew Murray of Bolh- 


well. The Engliſh Gari ſuns hearing of this diſcomfiture , fled 
fromall places, ſo that before the laſt of Sept. all the Strengths 
of Scul land was recovered except Berwicte and Roxburgh. 
After theſe victories, Mallace held a parliament in Saint 
Tobnitoun, as Wardan of Scotland, and ſetled the whole Coun- 
trey, cauſing the Nobilicie to ſweare to bee faithfull to the 
State, till ſuch timeas they might condeſcend whoſhould bee 
King. Earle Patrirte Dunbar refuſing to acknowledge the au- 
thoritie of this Parliament , was ch ⁊ſed ont of Scorland: and be- 
cauſe the yeares by paſt the ground had nor beene manured, and 
great famine threatned the landyrallace aſſembled a great hoaſt, 
and entred in Enplaxd , where hee remained all rhe Winter, 
and Spring following, living upon the enemies, and enrich» 
ing his Souldiers by their ſpoile : During which time the 
Engliſh durſt ne ver encounter him in open fields onely at 
his firſt entry King Fdwird with 2 great armie of riwSouldiers 
camc.againſt him in che plaine of 8/x-apcore ;- But perceiving 


the diſcipliacand hardie reſolution of Y/I/!lece hoaſt, before 


they came neerer than halfe a myle, drew backe his #rmie, and 
tetired, Y//allsce for icart of ambuſh kecped his ſauldiers in 
order and purſued them not. Thus King Faward leſt his Coun- 
trey to the mercie of a provoked encmic, and { notwithſtanding 
that he promiſed bartell, yer) keeped himſclfcloſe ,rill a peace

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was concluded for five yeares : Berwicke and Roxburgh becing 
tendeied to the Scott. 

Scotland thus enjoying perfite Iibertie, allace becing car» 
neſtly r queſted by the French King, tothe end that his ſpeciall 
Captaines might be kept in military exerciſe during the peace, 
ſailed oyer into France with fittie valiant men in his companies 
Hee was encountered on the way by Thomas of Charters (com- 
monly called Thomas of Longovile) who with ſixteene ſaile in · 
feſte d the ſeas; But boording Vallace ſhip, hee was taken by 
him, and thereafter fought moſt valiantly under him and King 
Robert Bruce for the liberty of Scotland. I allace after his 
landing in France, was imployed in war againſt the Engliſh, who 
gt that c:me poſicfled the Dutchie of Guian and Burdeavs: them 

e de feat in lundrie skirmiſhes. Bur in few dayes he was called 
home by his frien s in Scotland For King Edward underſtand» 
ing Wallace abſence and pretending that hec had broken the 
peace in Guian, dealt with Robert Bruce Earle of Carrige and his 
friends, and with ſuch noble men of Scotland as held lands in 
England, or en vyed Wallace glorie, ſhewing that it was a ſhame 
for them to ſuffex Y Yallace,a meane gentle man, to rule Scoc- 
lend, while any of the bloud Royall did remaine. 30 promiſing 
his aſſiſtance to Robert Bruce, hee ſcat a great armie into Scat · 
land; and by helpe ot the Bruſſian faction and Exgiingd noble 
men, hee caſily obiaĩned the greateſt Strengthes of Scofland. 
Wallace re iurning the next Summer, ſecretly amaſſivg a num - 
ber of his -ſpeciall followers who had lurked till his backe 
comming ) on a ſudden ſur prized S. Johuſtous by a fratagem: : 
and purſuing his victoric hotely, chaſca the Engliſh out of Fife, 
Upon the report hereof, all the reſt of his followers, came from 
the ir lurking holes, by whoſe aſſiſtance hee recovered diverſe 
Strengths, The Lord William Domglaſſe toòbe the Caſtle of 
Sangubar by a ſtratageme, and finding the Engliſh Captaines at 
the neareſt Gariſons to come to beſiege him, hee ſent ſteretly 
to M allaca, who commĩag with his power, not only a 4 
ſiege z but chaſed alſo the whole Zmgiiſh Garilons out of cheſe 
Iwareers, From thence he came to the North parts, which he 

xorered with ſmall difficultie, except the ſtrong Caſtle. of 
Dundie, to which hee laid a ficges nt 
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unduſurpation of the K ing of England: who ſetteth pa 
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The K. of Exgland grieved at this fortunate ſueceſſe of I allact 
and underſtanding that hee was highly envyed, by the Earle of 
March, the Cumines (the greateſt ſurname then in Scoelind)and 
divers ancient noble men (to whoſe honour //allace renowne 
ſecmed to derogate) hee ſtirred up Robert Bruce elder, and his 
faction, perſwading them that YYallace was Bruces only Com- 
etitour for the Crowne. Having ſo made a ſtrong party for 
imſclfe in Scotland, the next Spring hee came with an armie of 
fourtic thouſand men Scots and Engliſb to the Famtirte, ſixe 
myles beneath Strriviling. the Scots armie was very great (be- 
ing thirtie thouſand ſtrong ) If they had been all of one minde, 
For John Cument Lord of Cumbernald (ho had an eye to the 
Crowne ) had perſwaded the Lord Iohn Stewart of Boote ( being 
Tutour and grand father by the Mother to the Children, of the 


Lord lames Stewart of Renfrow lately deecaſed ) to contend 


with V7 allace for the leading of the vanguard , al leadging the 
ſame belonged tothe Lord Stewarts houſe by ancient privi. 
_—_ VPallace refuſing this, they parted one from anqt her in 
an high chaffe, there remaining with J/llace no more but ten 
thouſand of his old Souldiers, Camine with ten thouſand of his 
followers , after a ſmall ſhow of reſiſtance , fled treaſonably 
leaving the valiant Stewart incloſed by two battels of the Fug. 
liſh, by whom (after he had foughten valiantly for a ſong time 
hee was cur off with all his followers, YYallace with his battel 
defended themſelves valiantly , untill they were ſafely retired 
beyond the river of Cayron, loſing( beſide ſome others) the noble 
Sir loby Grahame the moſt valiant Worthie of Scotland next 
unto Wallace. Bruce (whom the King of EAgland had brought 
with all his friends to the field, pretending to aſſiſt him for reco- 
verie of his right, from the uſur per hallace) perceiving YYallacs 
on the other fide of carron, deſired to ſpeał with him, to whom 
hee upbraided fo fooliſh an uſurpation of the Kingdome of 
Scotlayd, againſt ſo powerfull a faction at home, aſſiſted by ſo 
migliie a King abroad. I (anſwered nullace) intended never 
to reigne in Scotland: Bur finding my native Countrey abandon- 
ed by you and Batio!, who have the right to the Cron, have ſet 
my ſelfto defend my friends, & neighbors from Funjuſt tyrannie 


r 
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moſt unnaturally to teare the bowels of your Mother with your 
owne hands, After diverſe ſpeeches to this purpoſe, the Bruce 
perceiving the fraudfull & ryrannous dealing of King Eward, res 
turned to the hoaſt. The next morning YY llace underſtanding 
that the Exgiiſh armie was weakly int renched, and in great ſe. 
curitie, amaſſing with his one armie ſuch as had eſcaped, ſer 
upon them in the dawning before they could be arrayed, and 
killed many. So that the Engliſh King returned at that time 
without any further exployt. Bruce (remembring what hee 
heard of Mallace) deſired K. Edward according to his former 
promiſes to put him in poſſeſſion of ſo much of the Kingdome of 
Scotland as then was under his power, to whom hee anſwered in 
the French tongue, Have wee no more adoe, but conquere 
K ingdomes for you? By this ſpeech rhe Lord Bruce conceived 
ſo great griefe and anger, that within few dayes hee departed 
this life without ſeeing his eldeſt ſon Robert Bruce ( afterward 
King ) beeing kept ( for aſſurance of his fathers obedience) in 
Calice Caſtle in France. 

Atter this unh appie bartell,a/lace ſtryving to recover ſuch 
Caſtles and Strengths, as King Edward had intercepted, found 
ſuch oppoſition and backwardneſſe, by his cnvivus emulatours 
that hee returned to Saint Tobaſtown, and iu an aſſembly of the 
Stats reſigned his charge of Wardan, and with eighteene men 
paſſed againe into France, according to a promiſe at his laſt re- 
turne there · from. This fell out in the end of the yeare 1300, 
The oppuſite faction having gained their deſire, chooſed lohw 
Cumine Governoui: the rather becauſe King Fdmard had pro- 
miſed to aſſiſt him to the Crowne of Scotland. But hee found 
him as great an enemie as hee had beene to Wallace. For af 
ter ſeven moneths truce ( obtained by meanes of the French 
King) Edward ſent Sir Ralph confraj with a great armio to ſub» 
due the Scots, and to put an end tothe war: which they expe» 
Red ſhould be eaſie, wallace being now out of the way: John Cu- 
mine joyning with the Lord Simon Fraſer, making ſome eight 
or ninethouſand men, came to refiſt the Fngisſh,, who h 
waſted the Countrey as far as Roſling, ( about five myles from 
Edinburgh )expeRing no reſiſtance, divided themſelves intothree 


bartels, ghar they might ſpoile farther in the Countrey. Th * 3 
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Scots embracing the occaſion, ſer upon rhe firſt batrell, and ea. 
filie-diſcorafire them; the ſecond alſo ( albeir ſtronger by the 
joyning of theſe who had fled ) was after a long conf put to 
rout By this the third battell comming to the revenge, put 


the Scott to a great ſtrair, as being ſore wounded, weatied, and 


weakeved-in the two former battels, and having to withſtand 
an freſhenemie of farre greater number : hereupon they were 
forced to kill all the captives (leſt they ſhould aſſiſt the enemie) 
and wich their weapons to arme their baggage men; and ſetting 
forward both with courage and neceſſitie { ſeeing no eſcape) 
after a long and hard fight, they put the enemies to flight. This 
was the twentie foure of Mareb. 1302, 

King Edward fore incenſed by this evil ſucteſſe, ſent for Ro- 
bert Bruce younger out of Calice : whom hee perſwaded, that 
he had for a long time againſt yallace,defended his fathers right 
to the Crowne of Scotland: that, having pur 1allace out of the 
way, hee found che co mines as great enemies z notwithſtanding 
hee intended yer once more to put that enemie out ofthe way, 
and ſo to ſetle him in his kingdome. The young Prince belie- 
ving him, oauſed all his friends and fa vourers in Scotland to joyn 
with him, and entring the borders, ſpoiled the Countrey, and 
rooke diverſe Caſtles as far as Domęlaſſe. Some report that the 
Ladic Demęiaſſe ( named Ferrara an Engliſh woman ) betrayed 
that Caftle to the Brace, who toote the Lord VV illiam Dom- 
glaſſe captive with all his children and goods, The Lord himſelfe 
was kept priſoner in Berwicke , andrhereafter in Torte, while he 
died. Meane time King Edward had prepazed a mighty army 
both by land and ſea: with which he entred Scot lend, and ſub» 
ducd all brforc him, while hee came to Strivikng keeped then 
by Sir YViſliam Oliphant © who after along fiege, knowing of no 
reliefe; yeelded the Caſtle upon condition, that himfelfeand all 
that were with him ſhould paſle with their live s ſafe :notwith · 
ſtanding K, Edward keeped ſtilſ all the noble men, tozether with 
the Captaine Sir liam Oliybont and ſuch as would not fweare 

to him prerending to bee ProteRour of Rob rt Bruces

with him into ZH, all Bookes, Regiſters, Hiſtories , Lawes, 
and Monuments of the Kingdome:and amongſt other, the tarall 
Marble Chaire, whereupon che former Scots Kings uſed to be 
crowned at Scoowe : on which was engraven a propheſie: bear. 
ing that, where ever this Chaire ſhould be tranſporeed, the Scots 


ſhould commund there. Hee caried alſo wich him all the learned 


men anu Profcflours of Scordand (among other the famous ſub. 
tile Doctor bn Dans ſurnamed d cot us) thinking hereby ſo to 
diſcourage and effeminate the mindes of the Seots, that they 
ſhould caſt off all care of recoyering their libertieʒ the memory 
thereof beeing drowned in oblivion. At his returne into He. 
land he left his Couſing Sir iy mer de Yalence,barle of Prwbroje 

Viceroy, having fortified all Caſtics with ſtrong Gariſons. 
The Scots who flood for the libertie ot the Countrey, being fore 
ſaken by lohn cuni¹e, ſont carneſt letters to France to move 
wallace to returne. Hee wasrhen making war upon the Fagl:ſb 
in Gwyar, Bur hearing the miſchicfes of his Countrey. obtained 
leave ofthe French King to returne: and ſecretly amaſling ſome 
of the remainders of his old friends, recovered diverſe Caſtles 
and Townes ia the North, and having greatly encreaſed his Ar- 
wie, beſieged Saint lob ffot, till it was rendered, But as her 
proceeded in the courſe of his victories z hee was betrayed by his 
familare friend Sir lob Menteith, to the Lord Aymer Valence, 
who ſent him into England, where by King Edwards command 
hee was put to death, and his body quartered and ſent into the 
principall Cities of Scotland, to be ſet up for a terror to others. 
Not wichſtanding this erueltie prevailed little for the aſſu- 
ring of King Edwards conqueſt, New enemies ariſing whence 
hee leaſt e For as he returned from his laſt journey into 
Scotland, lahm Cine and Robert Bruce meeting together, after 
long conferenct ofthe eſtate of their Countrey, —— char 
notwithſtanding hee had promifed ro cach of them aparr his 
helpe to attaine the Crowne of Scotland, = his intention was 
only to uſe their aſſiſtance to conquere and allure it to himſelte: 
as 
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as he well declared by ſpoiling the Country of all Monuments 


ublike and private. Hereupon they agreed that Cumine 

ould quite all his right to the Crowne in favour of Brace, and 
that Bruce ſhould give him all his lands for his aſſiſtance. This 
Contract writen and ſealed by both parties, Eruce returned 
into England with the hoaſt , waiting for a fic time to eſcape 
from King Edward. In the meane time Wallace returning, and 
recovering many places in Scotland, ſent privilie for Bruce, to 
come home and take the Crowne; and to dis brother Edward 
Bruce, a moſt valiant youth, who comming out of Ireland, tooke 
ſundrie Strengths in Annandale and Galloway, Cumine who 
had kept fold enmitic with Wallace, not enduring that Bruce 
by his meanes ſhould come to the Crowne, reveeled the Con- 
tract berwixthim and Bruce to King Edward: who at firſt de- 
layed to cut off Robert Bruce, till ſuch time as hee might get 
the reſt of his brethren in his hands. Bruce advertiſed of his 
danger by the Earle of Glaceſter ( ſome call him the Earle of 
Monrgomerie) his old friend, who had ſent him a paire of ſhar 
ſpurres and _ crownes — L as if he 8 res, = 

me, gueſſing the meaning of this propine, cau nig ht 
— backward , and poſted — from — with 
two in his companie,and on the fifth day (the way being deepe
